Hunting Notes-: 


Cattistock Master Averages 98 Brace 
In Three Seasons Of English Hunting 


Characteristics Of British And American Foxes 
Compared In Accounting For Few Kills In 
United States 
By A. Henry Higginson, M. F. H. 


I have often been asked by British foxhunting people how many foxes 
the average American pack killed in a season, and my answer has always 
been,—‘‘four or five brace at the outside.’’ I am not very familiar with the 
records of some of the Southern packs, but I do know that if the average 
Virginia or Maryland or Pennsylvania Master killed five brace in a season, 
he would be more than satisfied. As for the New England packs, I think 
that two to three brace would be a good average tally; I never killed more 
than three and a half myself. Now, the average British pack would cer- 
tainly kill 35 or 40 brace in a season, and in the Southwestern countries 
the average would be nearer 80 brace. Our average at Cattistock during 
the last three seasons was 98 brace, and the Duke. of Beaufort’s pack killed 
no less than 224 brace this year,—an amazing record. I have often been 
asked by hunting men what I considered the reason for this great diver- 
gence between England and America, and since The Chronicle has asked me 
the same question, I shall try to state the reasons briefly. 

1. The animal hunted, although so nearly identical in appearance as to 
defy differentiation by anyone save a trained mammologist, seems to be 
very different in physical and mental attributes. This is due, I think, to 
the fact, while in America he is a ‘wild animal’’, who has often to travel 
long distances to get his daily food, and makes great physical efforts in the 
securing of it, in England he has only to go to the nearest farm to be fairly 
sure of finding excellent food which is easy of acquirement; to say nothing 
of innumerable rabbits and hares of all sizes and descriptions in the hedge- 
rows and on the Downs, which fall an easy prey. Whoever heard of a really 
fat American fox? I’ve never seen one ,and I have seen many an English 
fox that was so fat he couldn’t run a mile. I do not mean to infer by this 
statement that the average English fox is a fat and pampered animal which 
is unable to give Hounds a good hunt before he is caught; but I do mean 
that in a country where an animal has to work for every mouse, or rabbit 
or bird, which he catches, he is bound to be in fitter condition than the one 
which makes no effort for its food. 

So much for physical attributes. Now let us consider the mental ones. 
In England a fox is ‘‘game’’; he is almost a “sacred” animal; and even in 
these modern days, a vulpicide is looked upon with as much disfavour, in 
fact more, than a poacher or a petty thief. The man who shoots foxes, or 
willingly allows his keeper to molest or destroy them, is avoided in his 
Club as if he had the plague. The members of the big shooting syndicates, 
which are the curse of some foxhunting countries in England, unless they 
are willing to meet the foxhunting men half way, will never have a pleas- 
ant time in a foxhunting community. I know that there are certain parts 
of America where this is also true, but they are the exception, whereas they 
are the rule in England, certainly in the foxhunting countries. In America, 
on the other hand, a fox is ‘‘vermin’’, and every man’s hand is against him. 
Moreover, his fur, in America, is a salable commodity, and a means of live- 








lihood to the trappers of certain communities. One has only to read the 
little manuals of trapping to discover the care with which the setting of a 
trap for foxes is surrounded. “It must be washed with lye; it must not be 
touched with the bare hand, &c., &c.,”’ if the fox is to be caught successfully, 
and many artifices employed by the animal to avoid being caught are des- 
cribed in detail. This is not the case in England. Familiarity breeds con- 
tempt, and English foxes take no pains to avoid traps which are set by vul- 
picidal keepers or by those irate poultry-men who dare to trap in the face 
of public opinion. An American fox is seldom seen in the daytime, whereas 
it is no uncommon sight to see two or three in an afternoon’s ride about the 
countryside of Dorset, where I live. In twenty-five years’ residence in Lin- 
coln, Massachusetts, I can recall only two instances when I saw a fox dur- 
ing the course of a ramble or a ride (I do not include, of course, foxes view- 
ed out hunting, or cubs at an earth). They avoid human habitations in 
America; they do not in England. 

2. The conditions under which foxes are hunted in the two countries are 
absolutely different. The topographical conformation of the land, in which 
I include the size and density of the coverts, is utterly unlike. The average 
American country contains patches of woodland varying in extent from ten 
to perhaps a thousand acres. Moreover, these coverts, though sometimes 
made partially accessible by wood-cutters’ roads, are seldom intersected by 
properly constructed ‘rides 
shot at any rate of his Hounds; thus making it possible for him to Know

which enable a Huntsman to stay within ear- 


what they are doing. Ina great many countries in England the coverts are 
far apart, rarely over a hundred acres in extent, and almost invariably well 
“rided’’; although there are certain districts,‘‘vast woodlands” they are 
termed by our English cousins,—-in which Hounds may run for an hour at 
a time; but these are the exception. In the Cattistock country, which I 
have hunted for the past ten years, there is only one covert which answers 
this description, and if Hounds run into it, and do not run through, they 
are promptly stopped and taken elsewhere; which brings me to another 
great advantage which the average English country possesses, i. e. the 
multiplicity of the vulpine population If one loses a fox in America it 
often takes a very considerable time to find again, whereas in the average 
English “country” it is only a matter of half an hour—-often less. The 





small size of the average covert in which foxes are usually found in Eng- 
land, also has a very great influence on the method of hunting Hounds em- 
ployed by the average English huntsman, as will be seen when I come to 
the discussion of the third reason which is responsible for the differences 
existant between English and American hunting, but before touching on 
that point I should like to mention one other condition which I think may 
fairly be grouped under this heading. The climate of England—far damp- 
er than that of America—doubtless has a very great influence on the aver- 
age scenting conditions which exist; and I have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that the percentage of good scenting days is far greater through- 
out Great Britain and Ireland than in any part of the North American con- 
tinent. 


3. Finally I come to my third and last reason—the differentiation in 
manner in which the chase of the fox is followed in the two countries. In 
England fox-hunting is still a national institution—a sport followed as 
Masefield says “‘by both sexes, all ages, and all classes’’—and this being 
true, it is only natural that it is carried on in a more organized and more 
efficient manner than in Amarica. The very fact that farmers are expected 
to preserve foxes makes it essential that the vulpine census be kept at ap- 
proximately a constant level, and not allowed to increase to such an extent 
that it would become a serious menace to these occupiers of the land whose 
livelihood depends on the successful carrying out of their farming opera- 
tions. In other words the average foxes killed must be kept up, and if this 
is not done by the local pack, no one can blame the farmers if they take the 
law into their own hands. A high average of sport can only be maintained 
in those countries which are properly and systematically hunted by a pack 
which kills regularly and in order to do this it is essential that a country be 
properly stopped. In America earth-stopping is an almost unknown thing, 
and though there are a few countries where it is carried on to a very limit- 
ed extent, the average fox—-who knows his country well—can be fairly 
sure of getting to a safe sanctuary before he is caught. All foxhunters know 
Masefield’s poem ‘‘Reynard the Fox’’ and will remember how many times 
during the great hunt that is described in those inspired lines ‘‘Reynard”’ 
would have made good his escape had it not been that he found the way 
to his sanctuary barred. The average American hunting man—some Hunts- 
men even, are satisfied if they get their gallop. No British Huntsman is 
satisfied unless he handles his fox at the end of the day; and to accomplish 
that end he will stop at nothing that is sportsmanlike. An American Hunts- 
man expects his Hounds to hunt the fox, and catch him if they can. <An 
English Huntsman hunts his fox using his Hounds and his two whippers-in

It has been said that cub-hunting 
is the ‘‘season devoted to preparation 
for more serious events’? Thursday, 
August 31st, was my first morning 
out with the Vicmead and the meet 
was at the Dennison Farm on the 
Limestone at six o’clock. It was a 
grey cool morning and scent was 
good since Hounds went away im- 
mediately in a westerly direction on 
a grey fox and ran him hard through 
the difficult growth of sumach ang 
thistle, pungent goldenrod, asters, 
lobelia, catnip and a thousand other 
smells of early autumn. They raced 
him back from the pines along the 
brook and put him in his earth with 
not a second to spare. He was later 
dug out and broken up by the pack. 

Another grey fox found in the 
Dennison covert went away to the 
northwest across the’ Ross _ fields 
where he traversed the Newark Road 
and was treed in the Brill Swamp. 
As Hounds bayed around the foot of 
the Sycamore tree he slipped down 
onto a cement wall and was viewed 
by Whipper-in Tom Smith.

THE ROSE TREE IN 1881 


The last regular meet of the sea- 
son took place on Saturday, March 
12th, and was the hunt of the win- 
ter. There has been so much snow 
that riding has been almost imposs- 
ible until the last month; and when 
the hounds were out, to get exercise, 
by the time they had run a fox a few 
miles they would string out like the 
tail of a comet. But for the last few 
weeks the country has been perfect, 
though a little heavy, and the foxes 
only too plenty. On Saturday’ the 
field was small. At seven o’clock ten 
and a half couples of hounds were 
turned out of the kennel in charge of 
Mr. George M. Lewis, Mr. Hill, the 
M. F. H., being absent, and Rodgers, 
the whip, and a_ gentleman from 
Philadelphia, were the only others 
on time; but at the grist mill the 
hounds proved a greater attraction 
than work to the miller, and before 
the hounds were a quarter of a mile 
further on he had joined on a fine 
looking, but spavined sorrel, who 
seemed to like his escape from har- 
ness, and a couple of farmers’ boys 
completed the lot. The hounds were 
scarcely in the Snakehouse thicket 
when they began to whimper, and a 
view halloo told that the fox had 
gone out the upper end.

ing the horses all they could do to 
keep in view. Making a turn by 
Lobb’s hollow, in a couple of miles, 
the fox—a bitch—went to earth in 
Sloan’s woods. Turning the horses 
up country, the hounds trotted along 
behind, drawing each cover blank for 
half a dozen miles, and the field wags 
reinforced by Mr. Corlies, the Sec- 
retary, who had loved his bed _ too 
much. At Castle Rock out went 
another fox with scarcely a warning, 
and before the hunters could make 
up their minds how to cross_ the 
creek, which is very deep here, the 
hounds were out of sight; but in 
fifteen minutes the fox had made a 
circle to Newtown Square and back, 
and by hard riding we got in, and 
crossing to Ridley creek, made a big 
horse shoe down one side, and back 
up, over the Westchester road, with 
lots of hills, and back to Hunting 
Hill, where he holed just below the 
little lonely graveyard, where an old 
hunter lies buried, and can hear the 
music every winter morning as he 
did fifty years ago, when he follow- 
ed and added his own halloos to the 
sport. 


The horses were smoking hot, and 
the spavined sorrell and a gray mare 
had just nearly drowned their riders 
in a muddy swamp. But it was barely 
noon, and a few miles slowly through 
Johnson’s drew 
blank—and along the road breathed 
reaching The 
Smedley’s  Bar- 
rens, the hounds with sterns up 
pushed forward ,and Rip, Rush and 

sjag-MApe began preliminary cries, 
which Deal, Juno, Joe and Minerva

meadows below 


threw up their heads at, and reco- 
gnizing the want of experience of 
thelr juniors, quietly kept their 
noses down to do their own hunting. 
A single cry from Deal, and then the 
woods rang with the cries of the 


hounds and the halloos of Mr. Lewis, 


who by the time the rest were throu- 
gh the briers and had got to the 
open was a field off, closely fellow- 
ed by a farmer’s boy, and both even 
with the tail hounds. A sharp steeple- 
chase gallop brought the field well 
in, wishing that the farmers couldn’t 
afford to build such good fences, and 
eager to verify Mr. Lewis’ ‘he’s a 
fine fox—a beauty.” 


Over toward Goshenville, and back 
to Westown, and then a couple of 
turns round Rocky Hill, the fox and 
hounds went, and lucky it was, as 
the inner side of the circle gave the 
blowing horses a chance. The field 
here picked up the fox-hunting land- 
lord of the Wm. Penn tavern, and 
the Scarlet Rose Tree men recogniz- 
ed one of their fellow blue-coat hunt- 
ers from the Westchester hunt, who 
had lost his own hounds, and hear- 
ing ours, joined. 


Across the east branch of Chester 
creek came the fox, with his mouth 
open and a beautiful brush trailing 
on the ground, and a few hundred 
yards behind Minerva and Gypsy, 
with the pack in a bunch close on 
them. Tired of circles, he made a 
straight line past the General Green 
tavern, toward the Boot, then almost 
to Westchester, and back to Mill 
Town. The fagging horses needed 
little urging, for the fresh burst of 
the hounds after a loss or two would 
make them prick up their ears and 
go forward as_ willingly as_ their 
riders. The field had now reduced to 
the three Rose Tree members; a 
farmer’s boy had just left, as he had 
near sixteen miles to get home to do 
his milking, and the blue-coat, who 
was near home. Each watched the 
blowing horse of the other, and re- 
joiced as he heard him crack the top 
rail of a fence, in hope of winning 
the brush himself. But all is vanity. 
Reynard found a swamp coverd with 
water, and adjacent rocks with a 
warm earth, and having washed him- 
self and leaving but little scent on 
the tufts of weeds above water, the 
hounds made a loss, and when they 


found his exit had only the hope of 
another day to pay for their pains, 

Past four o’clock, and __ sixteen 
miles from home, muddy roads, and 
a rain just commencing. But a hunt- 
er is a philosopher, and three earths 
in one day, nine out of ten and a half 
couples of hounds that could have 
been covered by a ship’s sail at the 
last field, and each man’s reminis- 
cences of the day’s and previous 
hunts, cheerfully filled up the couple 
of hours jogging back to the kennel, 
where a half a dozen old hunters 
with many a talk, a roast pig of four 
weeks, a little Mumm’s extra dry 
and a warm fire put fatigue and 
weather entirely out of our mind, 
and Mr. Saulnier—our veteran, who 
this winter celebrated his three score 
and ten years—exclaimed the feel- 
ing of all the others in “TI tell you, 
boys, I’m sorry I was not with you.” 
But he was with us, and in the first 
flight, too, for over five hours, three 
weeks ago, after most royally giving 
a breakfast to thirty men at his 
house, before starting.

Saratoga ‘Chasing 
Ends With Victory 
To Mr. Hitchcock 


Cottesmore Captures Four 
Out Of Five Starts In Spa’s 
Mediocre Steeplechasing 


Thomas’ Hitchcock’s promising 
young ’chaser Cottesmore won the 
fourth of his five start career when 
he accounted for the $3,500 added 
Saratoga Steeplechase Handicap 
which closed the Spa’s not altogether 
successful brush activities last Satur- 
day, September 2. Only two other 
starters disputed the two miles and 
a half with him and one of them was 
his stablemate Saluda, before whom 
Cottesmore bowed in his one defeat, 
to date, and the other was Mahlon 
Kline’s Whaddon Chase, victor in the 
recent Beverwyck Handicap. The re- 
sult proved one-two for the Hitch- 
cock silks with Whaddon Chase un- 
able to menace either of them at any 
time. 

Jockey Scott was sent out to make 
the pace with Saluda while Amateur 
Ray Woolfe held Cottesmore under 
considerable restraint for most of the 
opening two miles and Whaddon 
Chase, though well handled by Jock- 
ey Roby, was never better than third. 
Both of the leaders were under wraps 
most of the way and Cottesmore was 
moved into command at Mr. Woolfe’s 
bidding to draw clear in the final 
furlong and win easily by some eight 
lengths as Saluda still going strong 
under restraint, headed in the Kline 
gelding by another two lengths. 

Starting for the first time in over 

a year, Richard K. Mellon’s 8-year- 
old English bred The Flag II was 
the winner of the two mile claiming 
steeplechase at Saratoga on Thurs- 
day, August 31, a five horse race in 
which the W. G. Jones veteran Sail- 
or’s Knot came to grief, breaking his 
near fore, and had to be destroyed. 
J. H. C. Forbes’ Baffler was second 
over Morris Dixon’s Promoter, while 
J. B. Brooks Parker’s May Boy was 
the last to finish. 
May Boy cut out the early running, 
followed by Baffler who was under 
somewhat of a restraint while Jockey 
Magee had The Stag II also under 
double wraps as he waited his time. 
Magee did not move with The Stag 
II until after Sailor’s Knot went 
down at the water the second time 
around. Here the Mellon horse slip- 
ped into the command with Baffler 
going strongly after him. A _ bad 
landing over the backfield Liverpool 
cost Baffler considerable ground and 
The Flag II continued to increase 
his lead, though he too nearly un- 
seated Magee at the second fence 
from home. He was still a good four 
lengths on top as he crossed the 
finish however and Baffler saved the 
place by another half dozen lengths 
from Promoter who was far ahead of 
the tired May Boy. 

Four maidens paraded for the fol- 
lowing day’s two mile affair and it 
was a first starter who showed his 
elders the way home when Thomas 
Hitchcock’s 3-year-old Naruna, a 
Virginia-bred son of Trace Call, 
finished a good four lengths before 
F. Ambrose Clark’s Steve Brody.- J. 
C. Brady’s Bold Stroke was third 
and Gordon F. Perry’s Dalamac 
brought up the field. 

With Scott in the irons, Naruna 
jumped nicely the whole route, with- 
stood several determined bids from 
both Steve Brody and Dalamac and 
won with plenty to spare. Dalamac’s 
bid did not come until three fences 


Bad And Dangerous 


White Plains, N. Y., Aug. 30th.,— 
The ‘‘bad and dangerous habits” of 
a horse became the object of Sup- 
reme Court scrutiny here today when 
Albert C. Moss, executive of a New 
York City paper firm, asked Justice 
Lee Parson Davis for permission to 
examine the horse’s owner prepara- 
tory to a damage suit. 





Mr. Moss said that he was a guest 
last Feb. 25th., at the home of J. D 
Silberman, in Inwood Road, Scars- 
dale, and that Mr. Silberman = en- 
couraged him to take a ride on his 
horse.

The world is about to engage in a great struggle which may bring Amer- 
ica into conflict at any moment. During the months or days or perhaps 
years which go by, before the final decision is reached, what should the 
position of sport play in America? It is so easy to think that the war will 
change everything, make the whole world that we know act differently. 
We still can go about our 
There is 


Really the war changes nothing, unless we let it. 
same duties Life from the outside should remain the same. 
work to be done and the less the War interferes with this normal life the 
better off this country 

So it should be with sport, if for no other reason than this same sport 
will be the greatest help in keeping Americans calm, keeping their minds 
free from the nightmare that is going on in Europe. In 1914 the English 
War Office asked all Masters of Hounds to carry on and keep their packs 
hunting. So typically English, for Foxhunting is bred in many an English- 
man. To come home on leave and find the Hounds going out as usual was 
far better for ruined nerves than to see the old scenes completely wiped 
out, even at home 

There is nothing more restful than to see the same familiar things, the 
same familiar faces, hear the same old familiar talk. During this War, it 
is this purpose that sport must fill. Whether it be in the hunting field, the 
show ring or the race track, in America, whether this country is dragged 
into the conflict or not, Sport must go on. There is no reason why the war 
should affect sport in this country. Prices of such things as English sad- 
dies and leather may go out of sight, but no saddle ever made a good rider. 
Hunters are apt to play a small part in army maneuvers. This country may 
be filled with English bloodstock but this is so much to the good. More 
probably mares will be kept in England to develop cavalry mounts, and 
stallions will be used in the Remounts. 

The part America should play in this struggle, is the part of the powerful 
neighbor with the influence and the authority to mediate this dispute when 
the time for meditation arrives. This is not the time for heroics. Americans 
must use common sense and keep their heads when all about them are los- 
ing their. 

To stop all our activity, listen fervidly over the radio for the latest 
Polish outrage or German U-boat sinking is to become involved in the whole 
hopeless mess. It is far better to realize that war is going on in Europe, a 
war that is hateful, horrible and then determine the best possible way to 
keep this country on an even keel. There is little to be gained by going off 
on the deep end in a quarrel that is in another continent, a continent that 
has fought these squabbles with increasing violence every twenty five years 
for centuries, and will fight them with or without America until war ma- 
terials are abolished in all countries. 

Sport can mean the salvation to America equilibrium in the days to come, 
for sport is a great American pastime, a pastime that Europeans lack and 
which Americans share with their English cousins. In sport America can 
forget in some measure, the hell that goes on over there and then if the 
time comes, Americans can be ready with bodies fitter, minds clearer, to 
do best what they are called upon to do

Prince Charming II 
Defeats Top Field 
At Rhinebeck 


The close of the Dutchess County 
Fair Horse Show, in Rhinebeck, 
New York, on August 3l1st., saw 
Claredda Farm’s Prince Charming 
2nd. win the silver vase donated by 
President Roosevelt to the best 
horse in the show for the third suc- 
cessive year. There is an old saying 
that a good little horse is better than 








a good big horse and perhaps some- 
thing should be added to this to the 
effect that a good little horse Jasts 
longer. No hunter has ever campai- 
gned the circuit over a longer per- 
iod of time with more consistent 
success than has Prince Charming, 
and, while his height is listed at 
16.1, a clean, high wither is respon- 
sable for about an inch and a half 
of this measurement and his whole 
general appearance is that of a 
small horse. But although his size 
is unimpressive when compared to 
some of the middle and heavyweights 
that are now being shown, his con- 
formation has such perfection of 
balance and quality that it is diffi- 
cult to fault. 

Prince Charming has stopped tell- 
ing his age now, confidentially it’s 
seventeen, but few of the horses 
against which he is now competing 
were even foaled when he started 
his career some twelve years ao 
under the ownership of Fr2derick 
P. Warfield. Many times since then 
he is supposed to have been “throu- 
gh.”’ There have been’ occasions 
when he seemed to be losing his 
brilliance and ability but Joe Mal- 
oney, who has ridden him sc long 
and cared for him so well, has al- 
Ways managed to bring him back 
again. That he is. definately not 
through yet was emphasized by his 
win of the President’s Trophy over 
one of the strongest fields of hunt- 
ers that has been’ collected neur 
New York this summer. 

Before winning the chief awar1 
Prince Charming totaled 25 1-2 
points by winning classes including 
the model, Thoroughbred, Hunter 
Stake and Championship and in do- 
ing so he heat such horses as Mrs. 
Norman K. Toerge’s Camp, which 
was reserve champion, his own 
stablemate and rival, Woodfellow, 
Sundown Stable’s Fitz Lee, Mrs. 
Edward Lasker’s Fair Edgar, Mr. 
and Mrs. A. Biddle Duke’s Fanette, 
Mrs. S. C. Register’s Big Severn and 
many others of championship caili- 
bre. The Working Hunter Champion- 
ship went to Camp_ who, besides 
beating Prince Charming in the Cor- 
inthian, won a number of classes in 
both the working and conformation 
divisions, with Fair Edgar reserve. 

Running rather close to Prince 
Charming in the Old Age Handicap 
was James W. Maloney’s fourteen 
year old bay mare Cherokee, who 
beat Mrs. Lasker’s Modernistic for 
the Jumper Championship. Chero- 
kee doesn’t pretend to be a_ strip 
horse and her way of going is scar- 
cely an example of the prescribed 
manner in which a hunter should 
cross country but if anyone could 
collect a dollar for every fence she 
has jumped without a tick during 
her career they would be fairly com- 
fortably established financially. 

Dutchess County is not especially 
famous for young hunters, but Mor- 
ton Govern’s Merry Seas, winner of 
the Suitable Class and Mrs. Lasker’s 
Courtways and McCoy, first and sec- 
ond respectively in the Green Class 
would be due to receive considerat- 
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ion against the best of competition 
anywhere. Probably the most popu- 
lar horse industry in this part of 
New York State is the breeding and 
raising of Shetland Ponies, There 
are, in fact, some fifty farms that 
specialize in these little fellows and 
judges that have officiated at Rhine.

Pompoon will enter stud along 
with Mr. Louchheim’s Economic, ac- 
cording to Humphrey S. Finney and 
the American Racing Record. The 
management of Pompoon as a sire 
has been turned over to Adolph Pons, 
master of Country Life Farm, near 
Belair, Md., one-time manager of the 
August Belmont breeding interests, 
and for years manager of Walter J. 
Salmon’s Mereworth Stud at Lexing- 
ton, Ky. 


Pompoon, bred in Kentucky, by 
William R. Coe, will stand for his 
first season, this next spring, for 
$500. “If Marylanders’ don’ t take 
him,’ Mr. Louchheim added, ‘he 
doubtless will be shipped to Ken- 
tucky. In that case, since Mr. Pons 
will be managing him, I imagine he 
would be installed at Mr. Salmon’s 
Farm.”’ 

Pompoon came into his greatest 
prominence in winning the Futurity 
of 1936. He also won the Junior 
Championship Stakes of 1936. As a 
Three year old, he was’ second to 
War Admiral in the Kentucky Derby, 
after winning the Paumonok Handi- 


cap, and was second again to War 
Admiral in the Preakness. Last year
